low buildings to 100 feet in heights

opinion is." he said, "that buildings of 
100 feet in height, as they relate- to 
state property, are excessively high.

In early days, in the town of Or- 


born. a young Indian called one morn- 
ing at the log cabin of the Simpsons 
and ordered 
breakfast. 
"Alright." 


said Mrs. Simpson, the 
mother of 


Robert M. Simpson, "go out in the 
yard and split wood till your break- 
fast ie ready." "No. no." protested the 
Indian, "me no split wood. "Then you 
don't eat." came the reply from the 
Hps of this practical pioneer woman 
as she slezed the budding chief by» the 
scruff of the neck and ejected him In 
the direction of the wood pile. 


Years afterwards, a. party of Indi- 


ans on their annual fishing trip from 
Shawano to Lake "Winnebago slowed 
up in front of the Simpson yard, pre- 
sumably to solicit refreshments, an 
Indian of some authority, facing the 
woodpile, was overheard remonstrat- 
ing with his tribesmen in this man- 
ner, "no, no. cross squaw in there." 


Often, however, on a cold night, Mr. 


Simpson recalls having seen as many 
as ten Indians stretched out for the 
night on the floor of the cabin And 
one night in winter. Mr. Simpson re- 
lates that two squaws and two Indi- 
ans presented themselves at the door 
and asked for lodging. The Indians 
were, directed to an outbuilding and 
the soinws were admitted. 


_ During the night one of the squaws 


gave birth to a papoose. 
Following 


this, Mrs. Simpson nursed the squaw 
and child for a week but sent the In- 
dians off about their business. At tr.e 
end of the convalescing period, Mr 
Simpson, lather of Robert, drove the 
squawp and child to Kelley Lake in 
Shawanc-ro where one of the Indians 
that appeared with the bquaws two 
•weeks before, met Mr. Simpson ana 
started off to the 
north 
with 
the 


mother and child on a hand sleigh. 


MADE MAPLE SUGAR. 


Mrs. Simpson improvised 
moccasins 


from bags and gunny tacks. Robert 
M. says he- enjoyed his first pair of 
shoes at the age of five years, but 
most of the time in winter, he was 
forced to remain indoors. Later the 
father got buckskin for moccasins 
from the Indians. 


LAND SURVEYED 


At the time of the- arrival of the 


Simpsons, the town of Freedom In- 
cluded what is now the towns of Os-. 
born and Seymour, and extended in- 
definitely to the, north. Governor Sey- 
mour of New Yo.-k who owned the 
territory in the town of Seymour, 
came on soon after the arrival of the 
Simpsons with four surveyors to line 
up his property. 
The governor re 


turned at once, but the surveyors re- 
mained six weeks with the Simpsons 
until the work wag completed., Mr. 
Simpson was assigned the letting of 
jobs and the handling of money to 
pay for cutting the road from Apple 
Creek to the Shawano line. 
After 


Gov. Root who was in the party re- 
turned to New York, he sent two bar- 
Lrels of hop roots to Mr. Simpson.

FIRST PUBLIC SCHOOL

The party on Us arrival built a log 


cabin near the present residence of 
the Simpsons, and had it ready for oc- 
cupancy in ten, days from the first 
blow of the axe.

the logging and burning. 


The spinning wheel, the loom and

New York—Is the "bean ball" habit, 


once so prevalent among major league 
pitchers, undergoing a revival? / 


When Ray Chapman was killed by 


a pitched ball d&livered by Carl Mays, 
the "bean ball" was almost univer- 
sally discarded. TChilo the killing of 
Chapman was purely accidental, still 
at the tirci a number of pitchers in 
hoth major leagues resort to Its use 
to intimidate opposing batters. 


In the language of baseball, the 


"bean ball" Is a ball, so pitched with 
great speed that it will come as 
close as possible to the batsman's head 
without hitting him. The purpose of 
such a delivery is to throw fear into 
the batter, drive him away from the 
plate and increase the effectiveness of 
the curve ball, because of the far away 
stance usually taken by the batsman 
after a narrow escape from a "baan- 
er." 


While such delivery has 
no place 


in baseball, it probably •will always 
continue to' be a part of the 
game. 


There are pitchers of certain temper- 
ament who think nothing of 
the 


danger involved every time such a ball 
is pitched. 


In one of the big leagues it Is 


said that the entire staff of a certain 
team is instructed to resort to the 
beaner as a. method of intimidation. 
It is aid that with two s'trikes and 
no balls on the batter, pitchers are 
liable to a fine unless the next pitch 
is in the region of the head. 


In both major leagues the players 


are complaining of the practice. Bat- 
ters insist, the Home-run habit has 
caused many of the pitchers to re- 
sort to the bean ban. In an effort to 
prevent the batsman from hugging 
the plate and assuming a stance that 
makes for long hitting.
